The  men  move  through  the  duck 
walk,  coffee  grinder,  deep  knee 
squats  and  wick  outs,  as  well  as 
many  other  spectacular  steps.

In  season  and  out  of  season 
the  race  for  a bride  goes  on. 
Suitors  vie  with  each  other  in 
storming  the  citadel  of  love— 
knight-at-arms,  they  make  a 
show  of  horsemanship  in  besieg- 
ing that  ‘ancient  Castle.’ 

But  the  modern  ones  resort  to 
‘blitz  strategy,’  that  is,  closing  in 
around  her  with  the  rapidity  of 
an  avalanche.  By  this  method 
they  try  to  keep  up  the  tempo  of 
modern  life.  And  this  “army  of 
suitors”  consists  of  people  of  all 
ranks  and  all  shades  of  opinion- 
artists,  philosophers,  journalists, 
professors,  a medley  of  odd  per- 
sons, with  their  thousand  and 
one  habits  and  idiosyncrasies. 
Each  new  dawn  sees  a gorgeous 
display  of  new  suits,  shalwars, 
coats,  and  hats.  It  is  almost  spec- 
tacular. 

THE  BRIDE-TO-BE  sought 
must  be  worthy  of  being  wooed 
and  possessed.  First  and  fore- 
most she  must  be  of  epic  age  and 
good  complexion.  Some  are  un- 
lucky not  to  have  a Helen  and 
are  content  to  fall  back  upon 
some  ‘so-so.’  A young  face 
enough  incentive  to  launch 
thousand  dangerous  enterprises. 
“My  darling  rules  the  waves  and 
air,”  is  the  national  song  of  these 
lovers. 

Courtship  requires  no  member- 
ship. It  comes  within  the  pur- 
view of  ‘universal  adult  fran^ 
chise.’  Every  citizen  who  comes 
of  age  has  a ‘right  to  woo  and  to 
be  wooed.’  Though  apparently 
not  forming  one  of  the  “funda- 
mental rights  of  man,”  yet  it  has 
been  recognized  as  such  by  cus- 
tomary practice. 

Presents  and  souvenirs  form  a 
regular  feature  of  courtship. 
Bouquets  and  rings  are  offered 
with  the  brightest  of  hopes  and 
are  accepted  with  utmost  humi- 
lity. But  npne  cares  for  the  fact 
that  flowers  wither  and  rings  get 
: rusted.  But  the  ‘illusion  of  love’ 
neither  rusts  nor  withers.  Such  is 
the  magic  of  time  passed  in 
courtship. 

VOWS,  OATHS  and  sighs  are 
to  courtship  what  spice  is  to  pal- 
ate. Slate  life  gathers  momentum 
from  them  only.  They  are  the 
only  “means  of  communication” 
of  the  rhythm  and  cadence  of 
youth.  Pads  and  envelopes — 
through  these  channels 
“thoughts  are  transmitted”  to 
each  other,  till  head  becomes 
empty  and  hollow.  Then  they 
start  talking  through  their  hats. 

A teetotaller  drinks  to  his  mis- 
tress’ health,  while  a drunkard 
vows,  “Leave  but  a kiss  within 
the  cup  and  I’ll  not  ask  for 
wine,”  and  drinks  heavily  after- 
wards. So  the  pseudo-psycholo- 
gist says  thVt  “Courtship  is  the 
intoxicated  state  of  man’s  mind.” 

SOMETIMES  in  each  of  the 
“suitors-in-waiting”  dawns  the 
truth  that  the  invariable  mon- 
arch who  holds  sway  in  the 
house  is  the  Amazon,  the  would- 
be-bride’s  mother,  so,  quite  far- 
sightedly, they  spend  most  of 
their  time  in  dancing  attendance 
on  mother  rather  than  the  “poor 
girl,”  and  this  spares  her  much 
of  her  valuable  time,  which  she 
can  spend  in  other  sundry  jobs. 

But  this  job  of  getting-to-be- 
married,  as  her  mother  im- 
presses upon  her,  is  to  loom 


large  in  her  mind.  She  is  ordered 
to  keep  herself  neat  and  prim. 
She  is  paraded  as  a commodity. 
Her  house  becomes  a mere  show- 
box.  Each  of  the  party  in  trans- 
action, parents  and  suitors,  move 
heaven  and  earth  to  make  a good 
bargain  out  of  the  marriage, 
while  she  sees  heaven  tumbling 
over  her  head  and  the  ground 
slipping  from  under  her  feet. 
Still  she  is  expected  to  be  docile, 
polite  and  generous.  So  the  “mul- 
titude of  bride-baiters”  keep  hop- 
ing against  hone. 

AS  A GENERAL  rule  she  does 
not  profess  any  love  for  any  one 
of  them.  She  is  no  “professor.” 
If  at  all  she  is  a professor,  she  is 
a self-styled  professor  of  tricks, 
that  is,  a street  conjuror.  Much 
against  her  will,  she  practices 
upon  them  all  sorts  of  scurvy 
and  nasty  tricks  in  the  garb  of 
feminine  wiles.  They  swallow 
them  like  sugar-coated  quinine 
pills.  Even  then  their  marriage 
fever  shows  no  signs  of  abating. 

“Marriage — a vision  of  Adam 
and  Eve  walking  hand  in  hand  in 
the  Garden  of  Eden,”  says  the 
poet  in  one  of  his  uninspired 
moments.  And  the  second  day 
the  philosopher  brings  home  to 
her  feeble  mind,  “Marriage — a 
union  of-  souls  facing  jointly  the 
sorrows  of  the  world.”  The 
same  propitous  evening  the  doc- 
tor draws  a matrimonial  chart 
with  the  precision  of  a prescrip- 
tion; “Marriage — a tonic  for 
health,  sunshine,  and  happiness,’ 

She  is  taught  to  listen  to  all 
news^and  views.  But  she  is  for- 
bidden to  be  led  astray  by  her 
zeal  for  new  ideas,  for  that 
would  make  her  decide  in  some- 
body’s favor.  It  is  a good  panto- 
mime show,  and  the  mother  is 
the  wire-puller  behind  the  scenes. 
Any  father  who  dislikes  this  is 
dubbed  as  a sentimental  fool. 

In  her  opinion  her  house  is  a 
“School  for  Scandal”  while  the 
suitors  consider  it  a good  “Men- 
tal Gymnasium”  where  all  the 
sane  ideas  and  opinions  become 
topsy-turvy. 

NEWCOMERS  who  enter  the 
tournament  rather  late  with  a 
handicap  of  minus  five  strive  to 
break  the  ice  in  a grand  manner, 
for  they  know  by  intuition  that 
much  of  the  spade-work  in  the 
bride’s  heart  has  already  been 
done  by  others.

Gives  Vacation  Facts 


Editor's  Note:  The  memor- 
andum sent  by  Studeiitbody 
President  David  Stone  to  Dean 
of  Students  J.  Elliot  Cameron 
is  printed  here  to  assist  stu- 
dents in  understanding  the  ad- 
ministration - student  govern- 
ment activities  on  the  vaca- 
tion issue. 


During  the  past  few  weeks  there  has 
been  an  increasing  amount  of  concern 
on  the  part  of  students  over  the  amount 
of  time  allotted  for  Christmas  vacation 
this  year;  and  within  the  past  few  days, 
I have  received  over  20  phone  calls  and 
approximately  the  -same  amount  of  peo- 
ple have  stopped  me  and  asked  about  the 
possibilities  of  getting  out  early.  In  ad- 
dition to  that,  as  the  student  paper  men- 
tioned today,  a petition  has  been  circu- 
lating in  Cannon  Center  to  ask  that  the 
Administration  extend  the  Christmas 
vacation  period. 

THIS  YEAR  we  are  scheduled  for  14 
days  of  Christmas  %'acation.  In  the  BYU 
calendar  for  next  year,  we  are  scheduled 
for  18  days.  In  1961-62,  1 believe,  we 
were  also  scheduled  for  18  days  vaca- 
tion, In  1960-61  we  were  only  scheduled 
for  13  days  vacation,  but  after  careful' 
consideration,  the  Administration  grant- 
.ed  the  students'  request  and  extended 
the  vacation  to  18  days. 

To  my  mind,  there  are  two  main  rea- 
sons for  starting  our  vacation  earlier. 
The  first  of  these  reasons  is  that  many 
students  depend  on  Christmas  jobs  for 
additional  income  to  enable  them  to  stay 
in  school.  It  the  vacation  commences  on 
December  20.  it  means  that  the  vast 
majority  , of  students  will,  because  of 
travel  time  involved,  be  able  to  work 
, one  day  before  Christmas.  The  second 
reason  is  the  travel  Involved.  Many  of 
, our  students  come  from  more  than  1000 
miles  away.  Although  there  will  be  no 
problem  with  anyone  getting  home  by 
, Christmas  day,  at  the  same  time,  the 
enjoyment  of  taking  a trip  home  for 
, Christmas  when  six  days  out  of  fourteen 
are  spent  for  travehng  is  considerably 
lessened 

WE  WOULD  like  to  ask  the  Adminis- 
tration to  carefully  consider  the  advan- 
tages which  could  be  gained  if  stu- 
dents were  allowed  to  begin  their  va- 
cation  on  Saturday,  December  15.  The 
elimination  of  three  days  of  school.  Mon- 
day, Tuesday,  and  W^ednesday,  Decem- 
ber 17.  18  .and  19,  would  give  the  stu- 
. dents  five  additional  days  of  vacation. 
This  would  also  mean  that  most  of  the 
.students  would  be  home  in  time  to  start 
work  on  Monday  the  17th,  which  is  ira- 

E3rtant  because  usually  the  stores  will 
eep  their  extra  help  on  after  Christmas 
to  help  clear  out  their  inventories.  This 
could  make  a difference  of  $200  in  a 
student's  budget. 

A close  examination  of  the  school  cal- 
endar indicates  that  163  days  of  actual 
' schooling,  including  examination  periods, 
are  schcOTled  for  this  year.  The  loss  of 
three  days  of  school  would  bring  us 
down  to  160,  In  the  school  calendar  for 
1963-64  we  are  scheduled  for  161  days 
of  school.  I think  that  if  this  request 
for  extension  is  granted  it  would  be 
. possible  to  add  a day  of  schooling  on 


January  2,  1963,  which  would  bring  us 
up  to  the  saSie  total  days  of  schooling 
as  our  total  for  next  year.  This  would 
make  the  vacation  period  18  days,
